To the School Board of Madison: 

My service as superintendent of schools in this © 
union began January 1, 1946. Therefore it is 
impossible for me to report on the schools as of the 
year 1944-45. 

in my visits to your schools I find them comfort- 
ably housed, well supplied with teaching materials, 
and most important of all, a conscientious and canable 
staff of teachers doing a good teaching job. An 
unavoidable interrupton of the school year during the 
first term has made a revision of the school calendar 
necessary, but we believe this has been arranged so 
that no real hardship will be imposed on anyone 
connected with the schools. 

Madison is fortunate in having the following 
teachers: — Mr. Harry Kenny, Headmaster; Miss 
Faith Freeman, Assistant; Miss Beverly Mclver, 
Junior High; Mrs. Manora Clayton, Corner School; 
and Mrs. Martha Kelley, Silver Lake School. 

The scarcity of teachers still presents one of the 
most difficult problems entailed in the efficient opera- | 
tion of our schools.
